Mr. Arafat thanked the So- 
viet Union for its support in 
the struggle to achieve a just 
settlement in the Middle East, 
Tass said. 

The Pales tinian leader also 
praised the proposals put for- 
ward by Communist Party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev in a speech 
two weeks ago, Tass said. 

The Kremlin proposals inclu- 
ded stage-by-stage Israeli with- 


drawals from occupied territ- 
ories and stressed that a final 
Middle East settlemept would 
have to guarantee the Palestin- 
ians* right to create their own 
state. 

During his visit Mr. Arafat, 
who has not been to Moscow 
for over a year, will probably 
sound out Soviet thinking on 
the way Middle East policy was 
set out by U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance during tal- 
ks here’ last week, observers^ 
said.

Mr. Arafat arrived last night 
at the bead of a powerful de- 
legation representing all but 
one of the main Palestinian 
commando groups. 

His visit coincides with the 
trip to Washington by President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt, and 
also comes at a time when 
Palestinian commandos in sou- 
thern Lebanon are fighting a 
fierce battle against Israeli- 
backed Lebanese rightists. 

Last night the Soviet govern- 
ment newspaper Izvestia. in a 
commentary timed for Mr. Ara- 
fat’s arrival, re-affirmed Mos- 
cow's backing for the Palestin- 
ian cause and attacked U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter’s ideas 
on a Middle East settlement. 

In its attack on Mr. Carter, 
Izvestia concentrated its criti- 
cism on his statement last mo- 
nth supporting “defensible” bo- 
rders for Israel, and on what 
he had to say about the Pales- 
tinians. 

The commentary said the id- 
ea of defensible borders -meant 
Israel would be able to move 
them at will into Arab territ- 
ory. 

It described this as "stand- 
ing the problem on its head. 

“Evidently the zealous ‘defe- 
nders’ of human rights feel that 
besides the ‘movable’ borders, 
which they would likd’ to give 
to the Israeli aggressors, there 
are also ‘moveable homelands’ 
with which they intend to keep 
the heroic Palestinian people 
happy.” Izvestia declared.

MOSCOW, April 5 (R). — Tu- 
nisian Prime Minister Hedi No- 
li ira, paying a week's visit to 
Moscow, today had talks with 
Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin 
on Middle East affairs and the 
strengthening of Soviet-Tuni- 
sian cooperation. 

The official Soviet news ag- 
ency Tass reported that the 
talks between the two premiers 
had been held in a friendly at- 
mosphere. Tass said Tunisian 
and Soviet policies on the Mid- 
dle East mainly coincided. 

The two countries confirmed 
their resolve to continue ener- 
getic efforts towards an over- 
all Midde East settlement, Tass 
added 

Western observers saw Pre- 
mier Nouira’s visit as part of 
a Kremlin drive to strengthen 
relations with the countries of 
North Africa, which include 
Tunisia’s neighbours Libya and 
Algeria. 

After Egypt revoked its frie- 
ndship treaty with the Soviet 
Union last year, Moscow inten- 
sified its activities in the area 
and has become the principal 
arms supplier for both Libya 
and Algeria. Tunisia, however, 
still relies mainly on France 
and other Western countries 
for its weapons.

U.S. AGREES TO

BEIRUT, April 5 (R). — The 
United States has told Lebanon 
it had no objection to Lebanese 
participation In the Geneva 
Middle East peace talks, U.S. 
Ambassador Richard Parker 
said here today. 

Mr. Parker spoke to report- 
ers after calling on Lebanese 
Foreign Minister Fuad Butros. 
Lebanon had sent notes to the 
big powers asking for particip- 
ation in the talks. 

Mr. Parker said the general 
situation in Lebanon was dis- 
cussed. He added, in reply to 
a question, that this included 
developments in south Lebanon, 
where fighting was still going 
on between rightists and a lef- 
1 1st -Palestinian alliance. 

Mr. Butros said the Soviet 
Union and the U.S. had told 
Lebanon they had no objection 
to Lebanon taking part in the 
Geneva talks but, he said, more 
than that was needed • so that 
Lebanon could take part, indi- 
cating that the consent of other 
participants was also- required.

Left says new attack 
in S. Lebanon repulsed 



QANTARA, Lebanon, April 5 
(R). — Jubilant leftists and Pa- 
lestinians said today tbey had 
beaten back a fierce rightist 
counter-attack in what they 
said was the biggest battle sin- 
ce Arab peace-keeping forces 
aided fighting in most of Leba- 
non last November. 

The fi ghting , in Lebanon’s 
far south, involved artillery 
duels across the nearby Israeli 
frontier with Israeli units giv- 
ing supporting fire to the right- 
ists, according to leftist and Pa- 
lestinian commanders. 

The rightwing assault was ai- 
med at recapturing the hill-top 
town of Taybeh, which the ri- 
ghtists captured last Thursday 
before being flushed out by Le- 
banon’s leftist-Palestinian al- 
liance in hand-to-hand fighting 
yesterday. 

According to the local com- 
manders, the rightist counter- 
attack began at 8:00 a.m. when 
artillery batteries at the Israeli 
settlement of Misgav ‘Am stru- 
ck leftist positions across the 
border. 

The Israelis were covering 
rightist troops and armour swa- 
rming towards Taybeh from 
rightwing strongholds of Mar- 
jeyoun and Qlei’a further north, 
the commanders said. 

“We knocked out five of 
their armoured vehicles and 
killed the commander of right- 
wing forces,” one officer said. 

Artillery fire from here ap- 
peared to be directed at Israeli 
positions across the border. 

(Reports from Tel Aviv yes- 
terday quoted an official Israeli 
source as saying Israeli batte- 
ries near Misgav ’Am had fired 
across the border after the set- 
tlement had been shelled.) 

The captain here said the lef- 
tist-Palestinian forces had used 
Soviet-made Sagger missiles, 
the wire-guided anti-tank wea- 
pon used by Egypt with telling 
effect in the 1973 Middle East 
war. 

Another rightist assault, on 
the village of Aitroun near the 
Palestinian stronghold of Bint 
Jbeil, was also repulsed, the 
commanders said. 

The Palestinians and their 
left wing Lebanese comrades 
were clearly elated over their 
success in checking the attacks 
by the rightists, who had ear- 
lier managed to capture a se- 
ries of positions in what was

The quarrel between Marx- 
ist South Yemen and the Su- 
ltanate of Oman stems from 
a guerrilla war waged by lef- 


tist forces in the southern Om- 
an Province of Dhofar against 
the sultan. South Yemen sup- 
ports the guerrillas and four 
years ago Iranian troops went 
to Dhofar to help the sultan. 

Observers said a resolution of 
the quarrel seemed likely last 
year after Saudi Arabia appa- 
rently convinced South Yemen 
to end its support of the gue- 
rrillas. 

The government spokesman 
said today : “The problem lies 
in the continued Iranian mili- 
tary presence and the existe- 
nce of foreign military bases 
there (in Oman). We. have ex- 
plained this to our Arab bro- 
thers and pointed out the dan- 
gers.”

A 
dialogue with them will rea- 
ssure them and stimulate fur- 
ther moderation.” 

President Sadat also called 
for an Israeli withdrawal from 
all Arab territory occupied sin- 
ce the 1967 Middle East conf- 
lict . He said such a pullback 
would make the end of the 
state of war between Israel and 
the Arabs a foregone conclu-

Sadat stands today as a symbol of the ravages of 
conflict in the Middle East. He is at once caught in 
the superpower rivalry between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, the ongoing conflict between the 
Arabs and Israel and, perhaps the most difficult 
battle of all, the struggle of his people to stay one 
step ahead of economic collapse and one meal ahead 
of starvation. He is in Washington to seek financial 
aid, military equipment and a few straight answers 
from Mr. Carter about what America really intends 
to do to try and bring peace to the Middle East. He 
stands as the archetypal local actor in the superpower 
rivalry who has tried to take advantage of the com- 
peting advances of both East and West, and he stands 
in Washington this week cut off from Soviet arms 
and asking for American arms. His capital city has 
witnessed bloody food riots that are as dramatic a 
testament as we will ever see to the consequences of 
difficult social and economic inequalities. These are 
not all problems of Mr. Sadat's own making, but they 
are his problems nevertheless. 

So when he tells Mr. Carter that the Palestinians 
need a place to express their national aspirations, and 
when he rightly points out to Mr. Carter that the 
American human rights campaign is not being direct- 
ed at the denial of Arab human rights by the Israelis, 
he is bringing up points that should be of deep con- 
cern to those who say they want to help bring peace 
to the Middle East 

The Carter administration has made it clear that 
it seeks to set standards of personal and national 
conduct that are determined by forces greater than 
just military or economic power. The policy-makers 
in Washington today talk about being good, being 
right, being moral and being just 

Mr. Sadat has put on Washington's doorstep some 
suggestions about morality in the Middle East, justice 
for all the people in the Arab-lsraeli conflict and the 
human rights of those Palestinians who have not had 
the access to the ear of the American president whose 
tongue dally repeats the American commitment to 
human rights. 

Mr. Sadat asks the American leadership to prac- 
tise what it preaches. The Israelis, meanwhile, are 
shelling southern Lebanon, trying to kill the Pales- 
tinians whose human rights President Sadat brings up 
with President Carter, whose financial and military 
assistance in turn allows the Israelis to keep shelling. 

President Sadat is telling President Carter that 
America has to face up to some severe contradictions 
in its Middle East policy. The Americans should listen 
to their Arab friends. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


One Jordanian daily comm- 
ented in its Tuesday editorial 
on the speech His Majesty King 
Hussein delivered Monday wh- 
ile he presided over the mee- 
tings of the Higher Committee 
for Occupied Land’s Affairs in 
which he explained to comm- 
ittee members the political sit- 
uation in the Arab region. A 
second daily discussed the role 
of the United States could play 
and the influence it could nave 
on a Middle East peace settle- 
ment. 

AL RAT, under the heading 
"a speech stemming from expe- 
rience' 1 said that when His Ma- 
jesty declares that road tow- 
ards peace has become more 
difficult and complex, he says 
so out of experience and first 
hand knowledge of the prob- 
lem, as he is one of the Arab 
leaders who has been intima- 
tely involved with the Middle 
East crisis and its various de- 
velopments. Based on this 
fact enunciated by His Ma- 
jesty we cannot but reach 
the conclusion that all ass- 
ertions and suppositions by the 
international mass media about 
1977 being the year of peace 
are just a storm m a cup which 
will leave nothing behind. The 
only fact on which we can base 
our action, the paper said, is 
the following : No Israeli lead- 
ership is’ ready to effect a 


withdrawal from the occupied 
territories in exchange for pea- 
ce. And this. leadership by na- 
ture looks beyond Israeli bor- 
ders for the handling of the 
solutions. We should rely on 
our strength as our only guara- 
ntor against further Israeli ex- 
pansion schemes. However, this 
strength should stem from Arab 
solidarity and joint Arab ac- 
tion. Any crack in that edifice 
will weaken its foundations. 

AL SHA’B, under the head- 
ing “The only request” said 
that the only role the United 
States should play is to ensure 
the Israeli withdrawal from 
occupied Arab territories and 
remove all traces of aggress- 
ion. 

The United States has the 
power to do so as it holds the 
means to pressure Israel. U 
can, alone, oblige Israel to 
withdraw from the occupied 
territories if it so desired and 
compel it to recognise the legi- 
timate rights of the Palestini- 
ans. 

The Arab contacts with the 
new U.S. administration could 
lead to either success or failur. 
The same applies to the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference. 
Now it is inconceivable for the 
Arabs to accept medium or un- 
sure results after the many 
concessions made to ensure its 
being convened.

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Iran tightens its belt in wake 
of reduced oil income 


TEHRAN, (Gemini) — A harsh 
belt-tightening in the wake of 
declining oil revenues and 
three years of profligate spend- 
ing has put a damper on 
Iranian purchases abroad, 
winch topped $13 billion last 
year. 

Official statistics will be 
forthcoming soon, but Iran’s 
ports, railroads and overland 
trailer routes are reporting a 
slump in the volume of cargo. 

Iran’s income from its crude 
exports, mainstay of a burgeon- 
ing national budget, fell sharp* 
iy last summer as a result of 
Iran’s dispute with the oil com- 
panies’ consortium led by 
British Petroleum and low 
world demand. 

The shockwaves were re- 
gistered across the board, but 
the government and the pri- 
vate sector continued to hope 
for an improvement in the re- 
venue position and delayed the 
much needed cutbacks. 

A 2.4 billion deficit in the 
annual budget 1976-1977 rose 
to nearly four billion by the 
third quarter of the year. Soon 
afterwards, however, the fear 
of a year-end oil price rise 
set off a boom in crude spot 
markets and Iran’s oil exports 
picked up. Late in December, 
statisticians announced that 
the year’s deficit would, after 
all, be wiped out. 

Despite relief from the “spot 
boom", officials agreed that 
another slump in the oil income 
was certain after the December 
meeting of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) ministers in Doha, 
Qatar. 

To prepare the country for 
that eventuality as much as to 
correct the mistakes of the 
past three years, the Shah dec- 
reed a “war on wastage of 
human and material resour- 
ces” and inefficiency of gov- 
ernment departments. An “im- 
perial commission” was vest- 
ed with powers to review all 
projects and cut expenditure 
wherever possible. 

All new appointments in 
government departments were 
stopped, many unfilled posts 
were abolished and depart- 
ments merged into each other 
to make do with less money. 
Prime Minister Amir Abbas 
Hoveyda set an example by 
trimming his own staff. Offi- 
cial mail lists were slashed 
and the customary cup of tea 
for the visitor was done away 
with. 

Yet, the price split at Doha 
caught the government off 
guard. Suddenly, the “anti- 
wastage commission” found it- 
self in charge of a monument- 
al job: 'It had to apply cuts 
not only where they were cal- 
led for, but also where they 
hurt 

Planning Minister Abdel 
Majid Majidi deputed a large 
team to the job of revising the 
annual plan 1977-78 and the 
outlines of the, sixth five-year 
plan, both due before the 
Iranian new year last month. 
The Shah has told planners he 
wants an end to “showcase 
projects" and greater stress on 
developing the infrastructure. 

When in IS74 Iran suddenly 
liberalised its imports, the 
country's roads, railroad and 
ports were ill-suited to handle 
the glut of goods. As a result, 
thousands of tons of material 
were stuck at the Gulf ports. 


the western border with Turkey 
and the northern'' railroad and 
highway points on toe Soviet 
border. 

Destruction of imported go- 
ods was common. As hundreds 
of vehicles were unloaded at 
the ill-equipped ports, half a 
dozen or so invariably got 
crippled during handling and 
simply abandoned to rust 
repair was out of the question. 

Wastage of perishable goods 
reached scandalous propor- 
tions, as did losses by govern- 
ment and private industries 
which sat on incomplete ma- 
chinery components and waited 
for the rest to be unloaded. 
The wait lasted months. 

At times, the importers 
sought to circumvent the prob- 
lem by getting their cargo -- 
from massive plants to live- 
stock - - air freighted to 
Tehran. That created another 
pile at toe fledgling Mehrabad 
airport. 

Unbelievable though it may 
be, the multiple jams at toe 
ports, railroad and highway 
points and air cargo centres 
have been broken only this 
year. And that at the cost of 
extra millions of dollars, spent 
on new facilities which could 
have been set up for less in 
phases. 

A series of port surcharges 
that bedevilled Iranian impor- 
ters through the long period 
are now down to toe mini- 
mum. Shipping sources say the 
rates will soon come down fur- 
ther, from 35 per cent at 
Bandar Shah pour, 15 per cent 
at Khorramshahr and 15 per 
cent at Abadan. The last 15 
per cent surcharge of ships 


headed for Bushehr (Bushire) 
was suspended in January. 

The waiting time of 30 to 35 
days at Bandar Shahpour is a 
far cry from the five months 
at sea which was obligatory 
until early 1976. 

One unmistakeable sign that 
the boom is over, say the ship- 
ping observers, is the gradual 
disappearance of non-confe- 
rence ships for whom the los- 
ses due to long wait for berths 
proved to much. On the other 
hand there isn’t simply the 
same kind of money any more.

Western Intelligence agencies easily 
decode Japan’s secret cables 


TOKYO, April 5 (AFP). — 
Secret Japanese diplomatic 
cables have been decoded by 
major Western intelligence 
agencies for years. 

This was disclosed today by 
toe Mainichi Daily News, quot- 
ing a former Australian diplo- 
mat now living in Tokyo. 

Political observers worry 
that the disclosure, if it is true, 
will put Japanese diplomacy in 
a quandary . 

Mr. Gregory Clark in his 
book to be published this week 
writes that the Japanese gov- 
ernment still used old codes 
despite evidence that the 
Australian Security Intelligence 
Organisation (ASIO) has regu- 
larly intercepted secret 
Japanese correspondence bet- 
ween Canberra and Tokyo, toe 
daily said. 


According to Mr. Clark, “a 
Canberra political correspon- 
dent for the Australian Finan- 
cial Review wrote a story in 
1976 exposing the way in which 
the Japanese codes were be- 
ing broken. The writer imp- 
lied that other Western gov- 
ernments were involved. 1 ' 

He says if Western govern- 
ments are able to obtain de- 
coded Japanese cables or mes- 
sages, the Russians can do 
the same because they have 
the technology to do so. 

Mr. Clark observed that 
“Western diplomatic officials 
are particularly careful when 
they talk to Japanese diplo- 
mats even when they talk to 
them on an informal basis.”

ANNAPOLIS. MARYLAND — 
New procedures and equip- 
ment for containing and vacu- 
uming up oil spills from har- 
bours and the high seas are 
being put into action by the 
U.S. Coast Guard. 

New skimmer equipment 

was tested recently on waters 
just off tbe U.S. Naval Aca- 
demy here in Annapolis. 

"The Coast Guard used a cut- 
ter, helicopters, a floating bar- 
rier (called the High Sea State 
Oil Containment System), pum- 
ping systems and a pontooned 
high seas oil recovery system 
to clean up after a simulated 
spill. 

A 126,000-gallon recovery 
barge, the vessel into which 
a real spill would have been 
pumped, was also on the scene 
for the test. 

A small vessel towed the 
floating containment barrier, a 
flexible "wall” kept afloat by 
pontoons, around the “spill.* 
Then the pumps, suspended 
between two larger pontoons, 


were positioned to lick up the 
“spill” and stow it safely 
aboard tbe recovery barge be- 
fore it could spread or be 
washed ashore. Helicopters 
were used to tote the reco- 
very equipment. 

The new method eliminates 
the sticky problem of what to 
do with the oil-saturated ab- 
sorbent materials formerly used 
to sop up spills, say Coast 
Guard spokesman. 

Having passed the Annapolis 
test in mid-December with fly- 
ing colours, the equipment was 
airlifted late in the month to 
New England for use in the 
attempted recovery of 7.6 mil- 
lion gallons of oil spilled from 
the Liberian tanker Argo Mer- 
chant off Nantucket Island. 

Unfortunately, however, even 
this latest in oil spill clean- 
up technology was unable to 
operate in the rough Atlantic 
seas, which prevented effec- 
tive cleanup of the Argo Mer- 
chant oil. 

The new equipment can ope- 
rate in seas up to five feet, 
in winds up to 20 knots, and 
in currents up to two knots, 
explains a Coast Guard offi- 
cial.

Greek-Cypriots say: 


“Unbridgeable differences" delay 
in Cyprus communal talks in 



VIENNA, April 5 (R). — 
Greek -Cypriot negotiators said 
today that "unbridgeable diffe- 
rences” in basic ideas for a 
bi -zonal federal state are delay- 
ing progress in the Cyprus 
communal talks. 

With two days remaining, 
the current negotiating round 
has stalled over Greek-Cypriot 
demands for a strong federal 
government- The island's Tur- 
kish community wants sepa- 
rate regions loosely linked in 
a step-by-step federal system. 

“We have unbridgeable diffe- 
rences in concept, not only in 
(practical) provisions,” Greek- 
Cypriot envoy Tassos Papado- 
poulos said. 

“Our concept is to establish 
a federal state. Theirs is to 
start with no federal state, and 
that hopefully a federal state 
may grow in years to come”. 

Asked if his description of 
differences as unbridgeable me- 
ant there was no hope of agre- 
ement, Mr. Papadopoulos told 
reporters: ‘Tf the concepts re- 
main as they are, it will be 
unbridgeable” The current 
negotiations have -- the sixth 
round of Cyprus talks in two 
years -- entered a fifth day 
with no sign of movement on 
key issues. 

But Dr. Javier Perez de 
Cuellar, United Nations Special 
Representative for Cyprus, said 


some progress was been made 
in clarifying positions. 

"The gaps are still there. 
What is necessary is to keep 
them working,” the Peruvian 
diplomat said after a two-hour 
meeting. Dr. Perez de Cuellar 
replaced U.N. Secretary Gene- 
ral Kurt Waldheim yesterday 
as neutral leader of the nego- 
tiations. 

Turkish community repre- 
sentative Umit Onan described 
the meeting as constructive. 

He said the Turkish side 
wanted a federal state to evol- 
ve gradually through increased 
confidence. The United States 
had evolved in the same way, 
from a confederation into a 
federation. 

The conceptal difference was 
between a loose confederation 
and a full federal state pro- 
posed by the Greeks to replace 
a joint government that collaps- 
ed 13 years ago.

DAMASCUS, April 5 (R). — 
The Eritrean Liberation Front 
(ELF) has warned the Soviet 
Union in private diplomatic 
contacts against the involve- 
ment of Cuban troops in 
Ethiopia’s efforts to put down 
the front’s struggle to secede, 
well-placed Eritrean sources 
said here today. 


They said the Soviet response 
had been that Moscow did not 
take sides in the question and 
that if the Eritrean cause was 
just it would be victorious. 

The U.S. was responsible for 
the fate of Eritrea, the sources 
added, because it had been 
the author of a 1950 United 
Nations resolution placing the 
former Italian colony under 
Ethiopian a dminis tration. 

Reflecting anxiety within the* 
ELF at the presence of Cuban 
military advisers in Ethiopia, 
the sources said the Soviet 
Union was told the situation 


was different from Angola, 
where Cuban troops helped the 
Soviet-backed faction win pow- 
er last year. 

Eritrea is a key factor in the 
Red Sea region which has be- 
come a focus of international

of the Cuban troops is believed 
to have spent some time in 
Asmara, the Eritrean capital 
controlled by the Addis Ababa 
government.
